The Federal Bureau of Investigation’s (FBI) Washington Field Office is seeking the public’s assistance in identifying individuals who made 
unlawful entry into the United States Capitol Building and various other alleged criminal violations, such as destruction of property, assaulting 
law enforcement personnel, targeting members of the media for assault, and other unlawful conduct, on January 6, 2021, in Washington, D.C.
